St 
is. however, entirely possible that Germans are to b© used 
as ground personnel and conceivably » in far smaller numbers 
than 300 p as pilots in the composition of an "international 
volunteer air fore©.* The presence of Geiman technicians 
in China in 1950 is accepted . 

(3) Political and Propaganda . There has been no basic change 
oppS’enfc'ln’^He lJos®uniit attitude on the cease -fire 
discussions. On the one hand Communist propaganda ha a 
continued to remain generally adamant with respect to the 
question of the 38th parallel as the demarcation line, while, 
on the other, there has been no suggestion that the Communists 
ore preparing to break up the dlseussions. The Communists 
at the Kaesong talks continue to refuse to accept the 
present front line of the U.So forces as a basis for 
discussion or to proceed with discussion of other agenda 
items. A Chinese Communist suggestion that the U.B. attitude 
toward the demarcation line is in part e face-saving maneuver 
may have been designed to peve the way for Ccmunist "face- 
saving” on the demarcation issue. Meanwhile r the Worth 
Korean radio breed oast a "pledge by Chinese volunteers" to 
Ila XI -sung that they "would drive the invaders into the 
sea,” and Soviet broadcasts reiterated the certainty of a 
CossBunist victory should negotiations collapse. Although 
not new, such assertions have not received particular 
prominence In Soviet broadcasts recently, and the renewed 
expression of Soviet confidence In ultimate victory recalls 
Stalin's statement of February that the U.M. forces would 
be defeated if they rejected Peiping's proposals. Soviet 
broadcasts otherwise were marked by an increasing volume of 
material directed to the Worth Koreans Jineluding repeated 
broadcasts of the Shveraik statement in Korean ) , although 
there wa® a decrease in over-all Soviet comment on the 
current military situation in Korea. Comment fro® Moscow 
on the stalemate has been confined to quotes from Worth 
Korean and Chinese Communist statements. 
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In fcfea meantime, th© Soviet decision to •* tend 
Japanese Peace Treaty discussions in San Franciaoo 
during September Kay have son© connection with th© Kaescng 
discussions. There have, however,, been no Indications as 
to whether the Soviets will seek to secure ® J*”*'* 1 ^ thcr 
prior to the opening of the Japanese Treaty talks 
they nay bring up the Korean question at San Francis 
oonLetion with a general discussion of Par Eastern problems.

«. bcrma. Coincident with increasing Burmese Ccoaunist activity in 
northern and central Burma, there have been reports of an increase in 
Chinese Goasaunist military strength near the Bur®, border and ©f alleged 
Chinese Ceseiunlst plans to invade the Kengtung District of Bursa .A 
reported increase in CCP strength in southern Yunnan froa two to five 
divisions during recent months was probably dictated by the necessity or 
©oping with KKT forces In the area, but has nevertheless increased 
Chinese Ccsaaunist capabilities for an invasion of Burma* As quite 
reliable inf oration now Indicates that KMT forces in Yunnan have suffered 
heavy reverses and are reported withdrawing Into Burma , Chinese Communis 
forces have both the pretext and capability to secure a foothold in 
northern Burma which would facilitate further assistance to the Burmese 
Cos»unists. A report that the Chinese Communists are preparing to enter 
the Kengtung District In force is not confirmed, but it is entirely 
possible that the Chinese Communists have decided on a stepped-up campaign 
in Bursa as an alternative to the greater effort which would probably be 
'required to achieve success in Indochina. Possibly significant to this 
connection is the reported statement of the Burmese Coffimunist Party leader# 
Than Tun, that north Burma would not only be the pivot of his an « i " 
government struggle which would decide the Burmese people's revolution 
but that It would also determine "the entire liberation movement in 
Southeast Asia." Members of a Chinese Communist division near the Burma 
border are also alleged to have claimed that it is the Coasunlst plan to 
invade Southeast Asia via Baraa. 


f. XBDIA -PAKISTAN. The continuing threat of war between India and 
Pakistan may afford a further opportunity for Communist exploitation of 
deteriorating conditions in Asia- To date, there have been no indications 
of Soviet er Ccwunist intervention or active interest in the situation, 
although the Soviet Ambassadors to both India and Pakistan have been in 
Moscow for soso time.

a. 01RKAW -AUSTRIA . 

ID soviet Ground Force Field Training. Ho sajor changes in 
SispoiiHon of Soviet forces in Germany have been reported# 
and in general the summer training program continues to 
follow a normal pattern. Training is still being conducted 
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cn a asall unit beats , end there are no indications of the 
imminence of large -acale maneuvers . Engineering units fro® 
various armies continue training- in river crossing on the 
Elbe and some small-scale airborne training exercises have 
been reported. 


(2) Troop Movements o Ho additional report* of additional Soviet 
irSop" movement into Germany since 10 July have been received* 
and the net increase of Soviet troop strength in Germany sin® 
1 January continues to be estimated at 6$, 000. A previous 
unconfirmed report suggesting an additional net increase of 
45*000 resulting from moves through the crossing point at 
Ouben, south of Frankfurt -on -Oder* (see Watch Committee 
Report No. 53) appears to have been refuted by negative 
reports from other sources covering this crossing point. 

It is possible that this information and another low-grade 
report stating that 20,000 Soviet troops fro® Poland began 
to occupy barracks in Dresden in late June may be Soviet - 
inspired.

(4) Sovi et Air Activity . There are indications that concrete 
parking stands capable of accommodating TO -4 aircraft are 
being constructed in the Soviet Zone of Germany for the 
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first time. According to two unconfirmed reports, Briesen 
Airfield {near Cottbus 1 will have 44 concrete parking stands a 
each of 1 IS -foot diameter. A runway of approximately $200 
feet is presently under construction at thla field. Hot only 
would the stands accomodate ?U -4 4 s , 


a conversation between Soviet officers IS which it was sen- 
tloned that TU -4 ' a are to be stationed at this field.

A possible Soviet attempt to hinder navigation on the Berlin 
air corridors Is Indicated by report# of Jamming of U.S <> 
radio ranges by transmitters located east of the zonal 
boundary. A recent report states that the range station at 
Fulda, ©t the end of the corridor from Berlin to the 0.S. 

%am, was Jammed by a powerful transmitter which transmitted 
the same call signs on exactly the same frequency. 

There are some indications that the Soviet 59fth Tactical Air 
Army in Austria and Hungary say b® preparing to reequip at 
least secs® bomber units with Jet aircraft. Unusual prepara- 
tions appear to be under way at Deutsch-Magram Airfield near 
Vienna , and Jet bomber aircraft ere reportedly to be stationed 
at Taszar Airfield in Hungary, where an 8000 -foot runway has 
recently been completed.

Alt* Activity . A further build-up of Soviet air strength 
In the Satellites may be indicated by the observation of a 
' 1 68 BIO -15 aircraft on Tofcol Airfield,, 

Hungary » on 10 August. This represents an increase of 42 
aircraft over the number observed on this field on 24 July. 

It Is believed that th« Hungarian Air Force is receiving 
transition training in Jets at this Soviet Air Force field. 
In Czechoslovakia, a current lack of activity at airfields 
in Bohemia and Moravia suggests that a large segment of the 
Czech fighter air force may now be engaged in maneuvers in 
western Czechoslovakia in conjunction with ground force 
maneuvers • Reliable observations in Prague and its 
vicinity over the past several weeks lave indicated that 
a gradual build-up of AAA defenses is under way and that 
increasing emphasis is being placed on AAA training. 


* Available evidence does not support a recently 
reported plan for a projected Hungarian attack on Yugoslavia. 
According to the report e a slew withdrawal of Soviet troops 
Hungary to fch$ Soviet Union and Rumania 6 no?*? vrotitap v&y 
or to begin shortly, is to be completed by the end of 
October prior to a possible Hungarian invasion of Yugoslavia. 
The Soviet plan allegedly is then to send in Volunteers” to 
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aid Hungary in what Is to be termed a " "K J* iTjLlt' 
invasion. There is no present evidence that Soviet forces 
are being withdrawn frca Hungary, and there are no indica- 
tions of preparations for imminent aggressive activity 
egainat Yugoslavia on the part of Hungary which does not 
have the capability of auoeessfully invading Yugoslav la 
unaided .

and their financial backing appears to be strong. Egyptian 
publications other titan the identifiably Communist press 
have also been urging friendship with the H-S.S.R. in * 
highly organised , skillful and subtle fashion which is not 
co mmo n in Egyptian Journalism. Direct Soviet implication, at 
least to the extent of subsidy, appears obvious* Ethnic 
groups with separatist traditions, such as th® Kurds, continue 
to receive attention in Soviet propaganda. While most of 
th© propaganda effort is aimed at the Iranian Kurd©, it also 
reaches siseable numbers in Turkey, Iraq, Syria and Lebanon.
